Tokyo I ZP)—Til* newspaper "Mnin- 
ichi” says Japan has discovered seat 
hunting grounds off Hokkaido, lier 
northern home island, "superior to 
the K arafuto coast" of Sakhalin 
which Russia took over. 
Three ships of a Japanese hunting 
company returned w ith 1,080 pelts, 
encouraging the dispossessed Kara- 
futo seal hunters to prepare for 
large scale hunting off tile north 
coast next spring. From 40.000 to 
50,000 seals used to be caught off 
K arafuto yearly.

MRS. CLAUS IS 
BUSY HANDLING 
MAIL FOR XMAS 


(By Th# Awiorlatrd Pre**) 
Christmas, Fla.—Here in a land 
of sunny winter days-w here most 
people have never seen snow upon 
a rooftop nor heard the jingle of a 
sleigh bell—"Mrs. Santa Claus** has 
been working overtime for weeks, 
She is Mrs. Juanita Tucker, come­ 
ly postmistress in this little com­ 
munity fringed by marshland, live 
oaks and towering palms 
People in all of the 48 states and 
in many foreign countries send Yule 
mall to her to be stamped with the 
"Christmas" postmark and remailed. 
The Christmas, Fla., postoffice was 
set up June 27, 1892, Just 57 years 
after the community was founded. 
Although there is a christm as Cove 
in Maine, this is the only plain 
Christmas postoffice in the United 
States.

Proud of Her Work 
Back in 1835 a company of United 
States soldiers came down to help 
i the small group of apprehensive set­ 
tlers battle the Seminole Indians. 
On Christmas day the fort, built of 
cabbage palm logs, was taken over 
by the settlers and the name Fort 
Christmas come into being. 
The settlers were of rugged stock, 
with Anglo-Saxon names like Tuck­ 
er and Roberts and Barber whose 
descendants still dwell in this sec­ 
tion. 
"Mrs. Santa Claus" is glowingly 
proud of her work and her stamp. 
Despite tile heavy rush, she sees 
that each piece of mail gets special 
attention. Tile official "Christmas, 
Fla.," postmark It stamped carefully 


so that it will not blur. A cachet 
reading 'Good Will Toward Men’’ 
also is stamped on the envelope. 
No Railroad 
The postoffice is in a country 
store on Mrs. Tucker’s property. 
There is no railroad and the town 
lies a hnlf-mile off the main high­ 
way and 25 miles from Orlando. 
Mail is dispatched by automobile. 
This season will be one of the 
busiest, lf not the busiest, in his­ 
tory, Mrs. Tucker believes. By the 
limp Christmas day rolls around she 
wouldn’t be surprised if the outgo 


exceeded 150,000 pieces of mail. 
Although Christmas is just a 
little country village with no busi­ 
ness center, I think it is the spirit 
of its people which makes it a place 
1 of beauty," the postmistress* com­ 
mented. "They are kind aud simple 
folks who help each other in time 
of sickness or disaster. They are gen- i 
erous in sharing what they have1 
with those in need."

Three hundred years after Cortes 
conquered it, M exico rebelled against 
Spain and becam e a republic.

1513, Hernando 
Cortes sailed from Cuba w ith ten 
vessels, 600 soldiers, 13 cavalrym en 
and a few pieces of artillery. Almost 
im m ediately hi* superior attem pted 
to call him back and cancelled his 
comm ission, but C o n e s pushed on 
He lan ded in Mexico and founded 
the oPy of Vera Cruz, h avin g h im ­ 
self elected its captain-general. 
With this questionable authority, 
and an army sm all even for those 
days, he burned his ships behind 
him to prevent desertions and set 
out to conquer th e highly-developed 
Indian civilizations. In his march 
toward tile lofty Aztec capital, M ex­ 
ico City Cortes quickly found that 
he had two aces; the disunity of 
the native states 
and 
th e 
terror 
which was inspired by his horsem en 
who were believed to lie gods. 'Hie 
M exicans 
had 
never 
before 
spell 
horses. 
Playing upon the doubts and fears 
of tile people, Cortes soon reached 
the capital where he held the Aztec 
king, M ontezum a, for ransom . 
W hen Cortes learned that the king 


had sent 
a 
force 
to ai lark Vera 
Cruz, Montezuma w as compelled to 
deliver 
tip 
his secret 
task 
force. 
Cortes burned them all at the stake. 
T h en he learned 
that 
a Spanish 
expedition was on its way from Cuba 
to deprive him of h is com m and. So 
Cortes marched east, defeated his 
countrym en and returned, stren g th ­ 
ened. to the capital. 
Baffies Mexicans 
There lie found th e M exicans In 
revolt. Enftiriated hordes of Indians 
Swarmed to obliterate the Spaniards, 
but 
incredibly Corte* managed 
to 
withdraw again to tile coast. Hts 
luck and courage filled the M exi­ 
cans with baffled awe. 
On July 7, 1520, an unexpected 
victory on 
the plains of Otumba 
completely turned the tables. Cortes 
broke the back of effective resist­ 
ance and consolidate his conquests 
with bloody ferocity that drove the 
Indians to despair and new revolt. 
Then, the usual payoff: 
Though he had wron a rich treas­ 
ury for his country, Cortes found 
him self shoved aside w hen he finally 
returned to Spain. 
He died on D ecem ber 2, 1547, and 
his body was buried 
in a 
family 
vault at Seville. However, his son 
brought it to M exico City In 1562 
for interment In the M onastery of 
San Francisco, 
There it remained until the M exi­ 
cans freed them selves from Spain 
undoing C ortes’ work 
But the ca s­ 
ket’s 
secret 
rem oval 
to 
a 
hiding 
place that was not found until this 
year prevented ab y desecration of 
the conqueror's remains.
